PLANS are being drawn up 
for the last phase of the 
restoration of a landmark 
crystal glass factory in 
Stourbridge. 

Work at the Ruskin Glass 
Centre in Wollaston Road, 
Amblecote has begun to 
refurbish the Lower 
Glasshouse, which was used 
by Royal Doulton. 

It will be used for exhibi¬ 
tions and events and to train 
future glassmakers. 

Now proposals are being 
finalised for the next phase 
which will see most of the 
remaining semi-derelict 
buildings converted into 
workshops. 

Glasshouse College prin¬ 
cipal Ollie Cheney said: 
“Applications to fund the 
final phase of the works will 
be made to the European 
Regional Development Fund 
and the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. The entire project 
could be completed by 
2013.” 

The Ruskin Glass Centre, 
the first part of the redevel¬ 
opment project, opened a 
year ago. 

The second phase will see 
the Lower Glasshouse trans¬ 
formed into an auditorium 
with seating for 400. It is 
hoped the work will be com¬ 
pleted by July, in time for 
this year’s International 
Festival of Glass. 

The site was home to 
Webb Corbett before it was 
taken over by Royal Doul¬ 
ton, which folded in 2000.

POIKE VOW TO FIND 
BETTY'S MURDERER

MURDER squad detectives have made a fresh appeal to 
the public to help piece together the final movements of 
retired teacher Betty Yates as they vowed they “will not 
rest” until they have caught her killer. 

More than 100 people have contacted police since the murder probe was launched but 
officers say it is vital they hear from anyone who knows anything about the 77-year-old’s 
last movements. 

Mrs Yates was killed by a single knife wound after being attacked at her secluded cot¬ 
tage off Dowles Road in Bewdley. A murder investigation is being carried out by police who 
say they are looking into possible motives, including the theory she was stabbed after dis¬ 
turbing burglars. Police have issued a 
description of clothing she was wearing in 
a new appeal for information. 

Mrs Yates, who taught generations of 
children in the Kidderminster area, was 
last seen by friends on Monday afternoon 
last week. But officers say they cannot 
account for 12 hours after that. 

She was discovered dead at home on 
Wednesday last week at 9am by police after 
friends raised the alarm. 

When she was last seen Mrs Yates was 
wearing a distinctive hip-length jacket 
which had a vertically striped pattern in 
dark red, olive green and grey. 

The jacket had full sleeves and a collar 
but no hood. She was also wearing a dark 
coloured jumper, dark trousers, and carry¬ 
ing a black leather purse with a key wallet 
attachment. She was driving her silver 
Skoda Fabia. 

Shocked 

Detective Chief Inspector Neil Jamieson 
said: “Betty was a much-loved pillar of the 
community and her death has shocked 
everyone. 

“We would like to thank those members 
of the public who have come forward with 
information. However it is vital we hear 
from anyone we have not yet spoken to, 
who knows anything about Betty’s move¬ 
ments and saw her between Monday after¬ 
noon and the following morning. 

“We are fully committed to catching the 
person or people responsible for this hor¬ 
rendous crime as quickly as possible. We 
now have more than 50 officers and staff 
working on this inquiry. The one thing 
they have in common is a determination to 
track down the killer and we will not rest 
until we have achieved that.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to Mrs Yates, 
who was described as a “vivacious and pop¬ 
ular person” and a “true lady.” 

Her children David and Hazel led the trib¬ 
utes, saying: “Our mother was a vivacious, 
independent and popular person. She had a 
lovely character and was extremely caring. 
She was also very fit and active for her age. 

“Naturally we are extremely shocked at 
the manner of her death and we do not know 
whether we will ever come to terms with 
that. 

“Thankfully we were able to spend some 
time together when we all got together over 
Christmas and those are now our final, trea¬ 
sured memories. We will always remember 
her with love and affection.” 

Former pupils gathered for a candlelit 
vigil outside her home on Sunday, organised 
by Verity Worthington, 29, of St John’s 
Avenue, Kidderminster. 

She said: “Her loss is a tragedy. She was 
an inspiring teacher who went the extra 
mile and was really before her time.” 

Charlotte Mayall, also 29, of Sculthorpe 
Road, Blakedown, said: “She was an incred¬ 
ibly kind person and really loved the chil¬ 
dren she taught. I remember all of the 
extra-curricular things she used to teach 
us.”

£5m light 
rail plan 
brings new 
job hopes 

WORK on a multi-million 
pound light rail network 
between Brierley Hill and 
Stourbridge could start 
within the next two years, 
creating dozens of jobs. 

Three new metro-style 
stations would be built as 
part of the £5 million project 
to run passenger railcars on 
a four-mile section of an 
existing freight line. 

Passengers would be able 
to catch the railcars from 
The Waterfront, in Brierley 
Hill. Railcars would stop at a 
reopened Brierley Hill town 
station, off Station Road. 

A new stop would be built 
near Corbett Hospital, in 
Amblecote, before railcars 
travel on to Stourbridge 
Junction to connect up with 
main line services. 

Cradley Heath based- 
Parry People Movers has 
attracted £lm in principle 
from the Government’s 
Regional Growth Fund to 
kick-start the project. 

Further funding will 
involve a leasing company 
putting up £2.5m to buy 
three trains. 

New jobs including dri¬ 
vers, cleaners and mainte¬ 
nance workers will be 
needed if the proposals 
become a reality. 

Executive chairman John 
Parry said it was great news 
for the company and the 
Black Country. 

“We are delighted to be 
working on this project,” he 
said. “The Government do 
not want to hang around.”

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Margaret is 
on a mission 
to help the 
poor of Peru 

A FULL-TIME job with daily exposure to 
the sights, sounds and smells of abject 
poverty - and all for no pay - is not 
everyone’s ideal career. 

But former teacher Margaret Saunderson 
has stuck at her role as a Christian mission¬ 
ary Peru’s shanty towns. 

The 60-year-old has braved terrorism, 
drug-trafficking criminals and a death 
threat over the last 30 years. And her 
reward is seeing the transformation she and 
her colleagues in the Latin Link charity help 
to achieve. 

Families progress from bamboo shelters to 
plywood shacks with corrugated roofs and, 
ultimately, a brick-built home. 

Industry 

“You look and wonder how people could 
possibly live in such conditions but they 
come out of their shacks in clean, beautifully 
pressed clothes,” said Margaret, who taught 
languages at Kinver’s Edgecliff Secondary 
School from 1974 to 1979. 

Margaret lives in the Peruvian capital 
Lima, near shanty towns where she has 
helped to establish feeding programmes for 
children, and outlets to sell cottage industry 
goods, and health clinics. 

She was inspired to devote her life to mis¬ 
sionary work by TV documentaries. In the 
early 1990s there was a growing tide of civil 
unrest. Times are calmer now, although 
there are still parts of Lima where drug use 
and crime are rife.

Make do and mend is 
making a comeback 


“MAKE DO and Mend” was 
once a phrase only heard of 
in wartime Britain but now 
the philosophy is enjoying a 
resurgence. 

Whether it’s the worldwide reces¬ 
sion, concern for the environment or 
the latest celebrity trend - Make Do 
and Mend (MDM) is making a come¬ 
back. 

In 1940s Britain, MDM was a 
necessity as clothes rationing was 
introduced and pre-war clothing fac¬ 
tories switched their production 
lines to the war effort. Official 
advice from the government was to 
“always carry a needle and cotton 
and mending silk with you - this will 
save many a ladder in stockings or 
prevent the loss of buttons”. 

Clothing coupons were intro¬ 
duced but with each 15-month per¬ 
sonal clothing allowance including

just one pair of socks every four 
months, one shirt every 20 months, 
and one jacket every two years - a 
stitch in time saved coupons as well 
as clothes. 

New life for old sheets was the 
battle cry from Mrs Sew-and-Sew, a 
cartoon character created by the 
government during World War II to 
encourage women to make do and 
save buying new. A MDM leaflet by 
the Ministry of Information states, 
“Not only sheets but all your house¬ 
hold things must be made the very 
most of.” 

Kay Reynolds from Dudley said: 
“When I was growing up in Oldbury 
in the early fifties my mother still 


cut worn bed sheets down the centre 
to extend their life. 

She would turn them over and re¬ 
stitch them, tucking the worn areas 
under the mattress. 

Then when the sheets were too 
worn to use they were cut down for 
pillow cases before finally becoming 
dusters and dish cloths. Nothing 
went to waste.” 

“Frayed shirt cuffs would be 
unpicked, flipped over and sewn 
back on - the frayed edges neatly 
hidden away.” 

Utility furniture was also avail¬ 
able and those who had lost their 
homes in air raids and newly weds 
were some of those who could apply. 

Long before anyone had coined 
the term recycling - our grandmoth¬ 
ers were already skilled experts. 
Perhaps, in these tough times, we 
need to take a leaf out of the history 
books and practise the 3R’s of Recy¬ 
cling, Renewing and Reinventing.

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Hundreds support campaign 
to win city status for jubilee 


HUNDREDS of signatures have been gath¬ 
ered in just a week for a petition supporting 
Dudley’s bid for city status to mark the 
Queen’s diamond jubilee. 

The town is one of 26 in the running for a change 
of status in 2012. 

Its chamber of commerce has launched an online 
petition to give people a chance to get behind the 
project, and so far 504 people have signed. 

Paul Bennett, president of the organisation, said: 
“It is important that people get behind this bid 
for city status. A successful bid can only be a good 
thing for the economic growth of the borough.” 


The petition calls on people to show their com¬ 
mitment to “a vibrant and prosperous city where 
people are proud to live, learn and work and 
where businesses are keen to invest”. 

The bid was submitted in May 2011 and high¬ 
lighted Dudley’s history and heritage as the 
“jewel in the crown” of the application. 

Council bosses say the bid is for the entire 
borough, not just Dudley town centre, and town¬ 
ship areas including Stourbridge and Brierley 
Hill are key to the success of the project. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor Les Jones, 
said: “The nature of our bid was carefully consid¬ 


ered as our borough is made up of four main 
township areas, all of which must maintain their 
own unique, individual identity. 

“With a population of more than 300,000 we 
are bigger than the majority of our competitors. 
We believe we have a real chance. 

“I am delighted that Dudley Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has taken this positive step of support and 
we shall certainly be throwing our weight behind 
the petition.” 

People can sign the e-petition at 
www.dudley.gov.uk until February 10. The 
winner will be announced within six months. 


More patients falling 
victim to superbugs 


THE number of patients diagnosed with 
hospital-acquired infections in the Black 
Country has soared in the last five years. 

The data includes any infection caught 
while a patient was in hospital including 
MRSA, C.diff and Norovirus. 

The NHS Information Centre has 
revealed there were 1,193 cases of infections 
caught in hospitals in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire in 2010/11. This is a rise 
of more than 500 per cent compared to 193 
in 2006/7. Health chiefs say this could be 
due to improved testing. 

In Dudley there were 92 cases in 2010/11 
The biggest number of infections was in 
South Staffordshire where there were 356 
cases, followed by 322 in Sandwell and 232 


in Wolverhampton. Walsall saw 161 hospital 
infections. 

Dr Steve Cartwright, medical director for 
primary care trusts in the Black Country, 
said: “A number of things that can affect 
infection rates. Better testing can cause 
figures to rise.” 

So far this year New Cross Hospital in 
Wolverhampton and Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital have both breached their targets 
on the number of C.diff cases. New Cross 
Hospital is expecting 144 cases, 60 more 
than its target but it is using a new more- 
sensitive test that picks up more cases. 

There have been almost 100 cases of C.diff 
at Russells Hall Hospital since April, above 
the target of 77. 


Natalie’s busy week

Natalie, aged 19, of Dudley, not only devotes 36 hours a 
week to her studies, but also spends 15 to 20 hours on a part- 
time job at a sports clothing shop. 

And then a further 25 hours are dedicated to parade 
nights and other duties as a warrant officer for the 347 
Dudley Squadron of the Air Training Corps (ATC). 

Stourbridge MP Margot James, who recently met Natalie 
at the Houses of Parliament, when the air cadets were lob¬ 
bying for increased Government investment in the RAF, 
was so impressed with her that she issued a Twitter 
message of admiration. 

The MP said: “Natalie holds down three occupations - 
she studies, she works in retail and she is very committed to 
the reserves. I was very impressed.” 

Natalie, of Westfield Road, Dudley, said: “I don’t think 
I’m anything special - it’s just that I always need to try to 
achieve the best.”

PEOPLE aged over 60 in the Dudley area are being invited 
to get some tips about how to avoid becoming a victim of 
crime. 

The event, organised by West Midlands Police and 
Dudley’s community safety partnership, Safe and Sound, 
will be held in the Caslon Suite at the Copthorne Hotel, 
Merry Hill, on Thursday, between 10am and midday. 

Organisations attending to give advice include Age UK, 
Living Well Feeling Safe, Ring-and-Ride, WRVS and 
Trading Standards UK. Pc Angela Hodgetts, crime reduc¬ 
tion officer for Dudley Police, said; “There are a few simple 
safety tips which people can consider whilst out and about 
in the borough.” 

Among the advice to be given will be to always keep your 
purse and handbag secure and close to you and, when 
opening the front door, always use a door chain and check 
the identity of the caller.

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Store is pushing to stay 
open until early hours 


A HALESOWEN pub that at¬ 
tracted scores of complaints 
from residents has been turned 
into a convenience store which 
bosses want to open until 1.30am. 

The move has caused concern among 
people living nearby who fear it will cause 
disruption. 

The Woodman pub in Bromsgrove Road 
has had various name changes in recent 
years and has just opened as a Simply Fresh 
shop. 

It can serve alcohol until 11.30pm but the 
firm wants to sell food until 1.30am Thurs¬ 
day to Saturday. 

Neighbours say they are happy the site is 
no longer being used as a pub but have 
raised concerns about noise late at night. 

A previous application to turn the build¬ 
ing into a hot food takeaway were rejected 
by Dudley Council amid concerns over noise. 
More than 30 residents objected. 

George Gould, aged 48, who lives nearby, 
said: “Staying open until 1.30am seems far 
too late. The pub was never open that late.” 

The shop, which sells groceries and news¬ 
papers, opened before Christmas. An adjoin¬ 
ing unit is ready to be fitted out. 

An application which has been submitted 
to Dudley Council’s licensing department 
says the shop would open until 12.30am on 
all other days. It would be able to serve 
alcohol 7am to 11.30pm from Sunday to 
Wednesday, and until midnight Thursday to 
Saturday. 

The application by Simply Fresh says no 
disruption is expected. 

Gas works homes plan 

PLANS for 147 flats and houses at the 
former Dudley gas works off Constitution 
Hill are closer to reality because there have 
been no objections to the proposals. Taylor 
Wimpey is behind the plan for the site, 
alongside the Dudley Southern Bypass. 
Planning officers recommend approval.

“It must be the climate, 
that’s the only reason I can think of 
as it is so unusual for it to flower at 
this time of year,” she said.

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to get chairlift moving

The final preparations are being 
made before a £117,000 project to 
restore Dudley Zoo’s chairlift gets 
under way in April. 

The renovations are expected to take 12 
weeks to complete and bosses hope to open 
the attraction to visitors in the middle of 
July. All of the chairlift’s 47 chairs will be 
refurbished along with the roller system 
which carries the cable and the engine. It 
will carry visitors from the zoo’s lower level 
near the main entrance up the hill to the 
11th century Dudley Castle in two minutes. 

There will be panoramic views across 
Sandwell to Birmingham while families 
travel directly over flamingoes, llamas and 
rare breed sheep grazing on the banks. 

Chief executive Peter Suddock, said: “We 
are currently finalising details to allow the 
schedule to start in April so the chairlift will 
be open to visitors by the middle of July. 

“We are so thrilled this is happening. One 
of the most common questions we are asked 
by national and overseas visitors is ‘when’s 
the chairlift going to be running?’ so we are 
very well aware that the refurbishment will 
create lots of interest. 

Drawings 

“We have all the original drawings, and 
despite its age the changes mainly centre on 
cosmetic refurbishment where the chairlift 
has suffered exposure to the elements, and 
slight modification to the T-bars on the 
chairs. 

“It’s a fantastic piece of machinery and a 
tribute to 1950s engineering techniques.” 

The chairlift opened to visitors on May 11, 
1958 and within six months had carried 
more than 154,000 passengers. The journey 
cost six pence but 2012 passengers will be 
able to use it for free. 

Funding for the project has come from a 
£1.2million bid for Heritage Lottery 
Funding, which will also see the restoration 
of four of the site’s 12 listed modernist struc¬ 
tures.

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Objectors get takeaway 
pizza plan thrown out 


A PROPOSAL to transform a bank into a 
restaurant and takeaway pizzeria has been 
thrown out by planners because of parking 
concerns. 

The former Barclays Bank, in High 
Street, Lye, opposite Christ Church, had 
been earmarked for redevelopment. 

But the plans sparked off opposition from 
nearby residents. They were concerned that 
the High Street was rapidly losing all its day 
time retail outlets. 

Fears that customers stopping at the 
restaurant and takeaway would park cars in 
bus stops directly outside the building caus¬ 
ing congestion, were also raised by the pro¬ 
testers. 

Their arguments swayed Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s planning department which has now 


refused the application. In a report, officials 
at the department said: “The proposed use 
of the building as a takeaway may poten¬ 
tially lead to short-term indiscriminate 
parking by customers within the bus stop 
area immediately to the front of the site.” 

They said that parking there would affect 
the “safe and efficient operation” of the bus 
service along High Street. 

A letter from one Church Road resident, 
Elizabeth Pemberton, to the planning 
department said: “We strongly object to this 
application on the grounds that we have 
more than enough food outlets in the High 
Street. 

“Also, there will be more litter, even more 
smell pollution, and noise.” 


Showdown meeting to urge 
rethink on £6m market plan 


STALLHOLDERS will hold talks with 
Dudley Council bosses to persuade 
them to rethink a £6 million plan for 
the town’s market. 

Around 3,000 market traders and residents 
have signed a petition opposing the planned 
revamp. 

The second round of a consultation ended at 
the start of December with about 300 people tak¬ 
ing part. Ward Councillor Malcolm Davis, the 
head of the petition, today welcomed the news of 
a meeting between council officers and traders. 


“It seems that the council is listening and we 
hope they will agree to look at the whole scheme 
again,” he said. “We have one of the best markets 
here in Dudley - better than most in the coun¬ 
try.” 

Councillor Davis said the talks had been 
arranged ahead of the central Dudley area com¬ 
mittee meeting on January 31. 

He added the 3,000-strong petition would be 
presented to the committee whatever came out 
of the earlier meeting. Under the proposals the 
market place would be revamped and new stalls 
with canopies installed. 


The number of stalls would be reduced, but 
space would be provided so temporary stalls could 
be brought in on busy days. 

Councillor Davis believes money would be bet¬ 
ter spent trying to entice retailers back into the 
town centre, where there is a high number of 
empty shops. 

One of the stallholders against the proposals is 
David Flavell whose family runs a fruit and veg 
stall. He said: “They are making it smaller. I 
don’t know of market which has been mod¬ 
ernised and has continued to do well. I don’t 
think this will work.”

SUPERMARKET giant Mor¬ 
risons has unveiled plans for a 
major new store which would 
create 70 jobs. 

The firm wants to demolish its existing 
store in Kingswinford, and replace it with a 
40,000sq ft development. 

Under the plans, the new store would be 
built on disused industrial land next to the 
present store in Stallings Lane. The old 
store would be demolished and the land 
used to expand the car park. 

A new petrol filling station would also be 
built as part of the proposals. 

Nearly 300 part and full-time staff 
employed at the supermarket would be 
transferred to the new building. The 70 jobs 
created would be new positions. 

Officials today said plans had yet to be 
submitted to Dudley Council for considera¬ 
tion as they first wanted to get the opinions 
of residents living nearby. 

The firm held an exhibition in a marquee 
at the existing store’s car park on Monday 
for people to see the plans. 

Bosses said the existing store was a con¬ 
version made when the firm took over the 
site from Safeway and was now outdated. 

It is not yet known when the plans will be 
submitted. 

Development executive for Morrisons 
James Brook said: “Our aim is to build a 
bigger and more modern store for 
Kingswinford. 

“The end result of the project will be a 
larger store, providing a new and improved 
range of goods and services.”

CRIME affecting businesses in 
Dudley has fallen by 20 per cent 
in the past 12 months, police 
have announced. 

Protecting employees and customers from 
abuse and physical violence have been 
among the top priorities for police in the 
region.

New figures show 2,959 offences were 
recorded as taking place at or involving 
businesses, in 2011.

Orphanage 
worker Ruth 
tells of her 
flood panic 

A STOURBRIDGE charity worker 
has been busily engaged in a 
huge clean-up operation after the 
devastating floods in Thailand. 

Ruth Martin spent the two months lead¬ 
ing up to Christmas coping with the emer¬ 
gency in Pakkret, a suburb of the capital 
Bangkok. It is situated right on the swollen 
Chao Praya river which flows straight 
through the city. 

Her work of introducing independence 
and employability skills training for young 
people with learning difficulties and disabil¬ 
ities took on an extra dimension as she 
arranged activities for children frightened 
by the flood waters advancing closer to the 
building they occupied. 

The 29-year-old said panic swept across

Clio Raider and the lost art of hot hatch driving 


IT’S NOT often that a car makes 
you feel quite like this, but then 
the Renaultsport Clio 200, based 
on the oh-so-ordinary French 
hatchback, is more than a little 
bit special. 

This is actually a special edition called 
the Raider, and its matt ‘Stealth Grey’ 
paint finish gives it the sort of fighter- 
bomber look that its name deserves. 

It’s a fully kitted-out Clio 200 with a few 
special touches to define the edition. 

The Renaultsport Clio is a bit of an icon, 
with heritage stretching back to the 1980s 
and the spiced-up versions of the Renault 
5. 

That passed its DNA down to the Clio 
Williams, now a modern classic and highly 
sought-after, and then to the first Clio 172 
at the turn of the millennium. 

Every single one of them was an 
absolute blast to drive, with intoxicating 
handling and fizzy engines. 

Several generations later, with only a 
minor hiccup in the shape of the first Clio 
197 in 2006, and the range has reached a 
new pinnacle with the Clio 200 Raider. 

Never mind the special equipment over 
a normal 200, such as the unique wheels, 
standard Carminat TomTom Live satnav 
(or Renaultsport Monitor — your choice), 
standard Cup chassis and Renaultsport

touches on the gear knob and rev counter. 
What really pulls you in to this car is its 
reputation for the way it drives, and the 
way it drives is unlike anything else in hot 
hatchdom. 

In a field of turbocharged rivals, the Clio 
is technically slower in the real world - you 
can’t just plant your foot on the throttle 
and bask in a wave of torque. 

But what you get in return is a wonder¬ 
fully rev-hungry engine that sucks you 
into the driving experience as sure as a 
whirlpool would suck in a baby seal. 

Standards 

As you push the engine past 7,000rpm 
and snick the wonderfully weighted gear 
lever up though the close-ratio gearbox, 
you’re hooked. 

It’s a high-revving engine by modern 
standards, leaving 7,000rpm well behind 
before hitting the rev limiter. 

It sounds good, and it’s loud enough to 
get your blood pumping without deafening 
the cows in the next field. 

From the very first corner you reach, you 
realise that the communication the chassis 
was feeding you on the way into it trans¬ 
lates to a wonderful steering feel through 
the turn, with a neutral chassis balance 
that responds instantly to throttle and 


steering inputs. 

It feels planted but at the same time so 
alive, with as much feedback as you could 
wish for coursing through every contact 
point - and note the special, perfectly 
shaped leather Recaro seats. 

The togetherness and cohesiveness of 
the finished article is outstanding. It feels 
as though it was made from one solid lump 
of brilliance. 

In no time you’re driving it as though it’s 
just an extension of yourself, if you’ll 
forgive me getting all Zen. 

Turn-in is crisp, instant and accurate, 
guided by peerless feel at the wheel. The 
rack could possibly benefit from being a 
little faster, but the grip, balance and sheer 
driving delight that it constantly throws 
up along a twisty road is just superb. 

Even the ride, bearing in mind the 18- 
inch wheels, stiff suspension and low- 
profile tyres, is remarkably well 
controlled. 

The spring and damper rates are just 
about perfect, so even on rough roads, the 
ride is never crashy or harsh. 

You can’t be lazy or relaxed in this car, 
and that’s key. When you CAN take it easy, 
you tend to most of the time. When you 
can’t, you’re forced to step your game up; 
to try to live up to the car. 

The Clio Raider demands great driving 
technique to do it justice but it offers 
rewards none of its rivals can. If it were to 


have an Achilles heel, it would be that not 
everyone wants to have to work hard to go 
quickly, no matter how exciting the experi¬ 
ence. 

Some people just want to lean back and 
feel a wave of turbocharged torque, and the 
Clio can’t provide that.
